Three methods used in the rear of 
the fighting lines by arm y surgeons to 
determine in doubtful cases whether a 
soldier who has fallen is alive or dead 
are described in La Clinica Medica Itali- 
ana and discussed in the current num­ 
ber of the Medical R ecord.

Real iz in g 
T h a t 


the Question Is New a Closed Inci 
dent. 


Vienna (via Amsterdam), Sept. 27.— 
The Austro-Hungarian government in 
a polite reply to the United Slates 
note of Aug. 16, reiterates the views 
expressed in the Austrian note of 
June 29. 
The Austro-Hungarian government 
nowT is of the opinion that any exces­ 
sive exportation of war material is 
not admissible, even if it is sent to 
belligerents of both sides. 
The gov­ 
ernment opinion 
here now is that 
Austro-ilungary’s suggestions respect­ 
ing raw* materials was intended to 
prove that it is within the power of 
the I nited States to open the way 
for commerce with Austria and Ger­ 
many, because this, up to the present, 
has been prevented by measures of 
the entente powers which even the 
United States considers illegal. 
The 
note also regards the American refer­ 
ence to the Boers as not pertinent, in­ 
asmuch 
as Great Britain then re­ 
moved restrictions on commerce. The 
question of the commercial isolation 
of South Africa never arose. 
The Austrian government, says the 
new' statement, naturally never in­ 
tended to indicate that it expected 
the United States to depart from any 
legal agreements or to ask it to for­ 
bid normal traffic in was material. It 
is held merely to protest against the 
economic stability of the United States 
be disturbed in order that the country 
might produce the greatest amount of 
war material for exportation, which 
would mean that the United States 
had abandoned all motives for one 
material gain.
